TO THE HONOURABLE THE COLONIAL SECRETARY. 
SIR, 

I have the honor to submit to you my Report on the Vital Statistics of 
Queensland for the year 1880, this being the ‘'wenty-first Annual Report which has 
been written on these Statistics of the Colony. 

The subjoined tables from one to twenty-two, prepared under the direction 
of the Deputy Registrar, Mr. Blakeney, give all the particulars in full detail, and it 
only remains for me to supply an epitome of the whole, with such an analysis of 
the tables as will show the more important particulars in a form convenient for 
ordinary use. 

“Mortality generally increases with density of population, and yet, though the 
population ” of England and Wales is constantly increasing, the death-rate for a 
number of years has been steadily diminishing. This is remarkably the case in 
towns, but a reduction is seen also in the rural districts, The direct benefits derived 
by the extensive application of the principles of sanitary science are thus plainly 
demonstrated. 

It appears that the mortality of the town districts in England and Wales in 
the decenniad of 1861-70 was shown by an annual death-rate of 24-8 per thousand ; 
“whereas, in the last eight years, 1871-8, the mortality was reduced to 23°6, or 1:2 
“ per thousand below that in the previous ten years.’* This implies a saving 
during the “ eight years of sixteen thousand lives annually in the urban registration 
“ districts.” With such facts, stated by the Registrar-General of England in his 
last published report, it is easy to understand his remark that “‘ how best to promote 
“ the health of our town population is one of the leading questions of the day” ; 
and as sanitary science may be said to be as yet in its mere infancy, there is certainly 
reasonable ground to believe that with the publication of correct vital statistics 
throughout the civilized world, and the successful operation of such systems as that 
now in existence in England, providing for the establishment of Boards of Health,t 
a considerable reduction of the general death-rate may yet be effected. The 
anticipations of such writers as Condorcet will never be realized, but, on the other 
hand, no evil is to be anticipated from the over population of the world; the 
existence of war and the prevalence of disease are not necessities for the preservation

“exclusive of London—1,539 sanitary districts in England and Wales, of which 684 were rural and 955 urban.” 
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of a sufficient space for the increase of the human family, and to save life by 
destroying the springs of preventable disease is certainly one of the greatest aims of 
true philanthropy. 

It would be well if the attention of the public in these Australian colonies 
was fully aroused to the consideration of this vital question, so that, hand in hand 
with our rapid settlement and general progress, a thorough system were everywhere 
carried out that would ensure such a healthful condition of our towns as would 
maintain the character for salubrity for which Australia was once well known, and 
by which Nature has evidently designed it to be happily distinguished. 

Unfortunately we have too long presumed upon the healthfulness of our 
climate, until our large towns in the Southern World are almost as unhealthy as 
some of the worst of those in England, and, in spite of the healthfulness of the 
country districts, our general rate of mortality approaches too near that of the 
densely populated countries of Europe. 

It is satisfactory to observe that some considerable improvement is being 
effected in the metropolis of this colony, but a very large expenditure of thought and 
labor and money are necessary to overtake past neglect, and to make the capital city 
and large towns of this colony healthful places of abode. 

It is fortunate for us that considerations which enter very largely into the 
question of vital statistics in the older countries have little or nothing to do with the 
shortening or lengthening of life in Australia. The price of meat, the millions of 
quarters of wheat imported year by year, and other such particulars, have a prominent 
place in the reports of the Registrar-General of England, and have their well-marked 
influence upon marriage-rates, birth-rates, and death-rates; but with us there is 
generally no dread of want in any form, and the question of maintaining an average 
condition of healthfulness is simply—What is the most effectual mode of securing 
perfect cleanliness, especially in our centres of population, in the streets, and lanes, 
and habitations of our large towns in Australia? The progress we have made in 
this respect in Queensland, and the present condition of things as shown by the 
returns of our Registrars during the year 1880, will be seen in a subsequent part of 
this report. 

REGISTRATION. 

During the year 1880 there have been 14,307 names added to the Queensland 

registers, as follows :—

The registrations in the year 1879 numbered 14,285. The increase in the number of 
names added to the registers in the last over the previous year has been twenty-two.

The names on the Queensland Registers number 179,683, including persons 
married, and all births and deaths recorded. 

The registers are supplied with alphabetical indices, printed in a convenient 
form for reference, and open for that purpose in the various Registry offices both in 
town and country. 

The names of the Registry Districts, and of the officers in charge for the year 
1880 are contained at page 42 of this report, Appendix B. 

The fees payable to Country Registrars, as provided under the Registration

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There appears to be no good reason for making the cost of searches for births and 
deaths more than for marriages, and of the cost of certified copies of entries less than 
for searches. In any new Registration Act the fees for all searches might be fixed 
at two shillings and sixpence, with three shillings and sixpence for certified copies 
of entries. 

The Country Registrars are paid three shillings for each registration, and are 
entitled to a fee of twenty shillings for cach marriage they may perform, and to the 
fees as above shown as fixed by statute, excepting the fees for late registration, which 
they transmit to the General Registry Office in Brisbane, and which are included in 
the daily receipts of the department paid to revenue. 

The Registrar-General retains fees for marriages, but not the fees either for 
late registration, for searches, or for certified copies of entries, these being included in 
the daily takings of the office, and paid into the bank to the credit of the Treasury.

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TABULATION. 


At the end of this report, and immediately preceding the Appendix <A, will be 
seen a synoptical table, showing in a convenient form all the particulars of registration 
in Queensland during the last twenty-five years, from 31st December, 1856, to the 
end of the year 1880. The table gives the estimated population and the estimated 
mean population to the end of each year, with numerical and centesimal rates of 
increase, and the proportions of the sexes in the population and in the increase of 
each period ; then the number of births in the years, and their proportions to the 
mean population, with their numerical and centesimal increase. The deaths follow 
in the same way, and to these are added infantile mortality, with the numbers and 
proportions of deaths of children at several ages. The number of marriages is also 
shown for each of the twenty-five years, the increase or decrease with their propor- 
tions to mean population, and the denominations connected with which all marriages 
have taken place. 


A full detail of all particulars of registration in the colony for the year 1880 
will be found in Appendix A to this report.

POPULATION. 


Now that we are close upon the time for the Census enumeration of 1881, it 
will soon be apparent whether or not there was an error in the enumeration of the 
Palmer district in the census of 1876. 


It will be remembered that, in consequence of the derangement of the plans 
for collecting the numbers in that district by the Enumerator, brought about by the 
rush from the Palmer to the Hodgkinson Gold Fields at that time, there was a 
doubt whether the collection had not been imperfect in these localities; and this 
appeared to be confirmed by the fact that the actual number in the whole colony, as 
found by the census, was between nine and ten thousand below the number arrived 
at for the year ending 1876 as estimated from year to year by the number of births 
over deaths, and the increase by immigration over emigration. 


No such cause of disturbance can occur in connection with the forthcoming 
census, and the results will show whether the difficulty referred to prevented a true 
collection of the numbers in the Northern Gold Fields in 1876, or whether the loss 
of the number was occasioned by emigration across the Border into New South 
Wales, of which we have no means of taking an account. 


The population of Queensland, as estimated to December, 1880, was two 
hundred and twenty-six thousand and seventy-seven, consisting of one hundred and 
thirty-four thousand two hundred and sixteen males, and ninety-one thousand eight 
hundred and sixty-one females. ees 
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The mean population as estimated to the middle of the year, that is, taking 
the sum of the estimated numbers to December, 1879 and 1880, and dividing by two, 
gives two hundred and twenty-one thousand nine hundred and sixty-four, or one 


hundred and thirty-two thousand five hundred and forty-two males, and eighty-nine 
thousand four hundred and twenty-two females, :

The increase of population for the year under review has been eight thousand 


two a and twenty-six. This is 885 more than the increase in 1879, which 
was 7,341.

It will be seen that the increase of population during the last three years 
has fallen off very considerably, the mean increase of the three years being less than 
the half of the mean of the previous five years. 


The increase of population in Queensland has been derived for a number of 
years chiefly from the excess of immigration over emigration ; that from the excess 
of births over deaths having generally been ina much smaller proportion. The 
falling off in the total increase is due to the diminished immigration during the last 
three years. This will be seen as follows :—

Of the total increase of population in Queensland in the year 1880 3,349 were 
males and 4,877 were females. 

The rate of the total increase for the year was 3°78 per cent. on the total 
estimated population of 1879. The rate of the increase of males was 1:54 per cent. 
upon the total population of 1879, and 2°56 per cent. upon the number of males 
living in that year. The rate of increase of females was 2°24 per cent. on the whole 
estimated population of 1879, and 5°61 per cent. upon the number of females living 
in that year.

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It will be seen that the largest natural increase took place in the third quarter of 
the year, when 1,458 were thus added to the population. In the quarter ending 
30th of June there was an increase from births in excess of deaths of 1,334; in the 
first quarter of the year there were 1,209 added; and 1,178 in the quarter ending 
31st of December. 


The greatest immigration increase occurred in the June quarter, which added 
1,662 to the population ; then, in the September quarter, the increase from this source 
numbered 1,091; in the quarter ending 81st of March 722 were added; but in the 
December quarter there was a net decrease from immigration amounting to 428. 


The natural increase arising from the number of births in excess of the 
number of deaths registered in the colony during the year is seen to have been 5,179, 
the number of males in the increase having been 2,176, and the number of females, 
3,008. 


The immigration increase for the year, that is from excess of immigration 
over emigration by sea,* is seen by the above table C to have been 3,047; the number 
of males being 1,173; the number of females, 1,874. 


The ratio per cent. of natural increase of males over the number of males 
living in 1879 was 0°82; and the ratio per cent. of females over the number of females 
living at the end of 1879 was 2°16. 

The ratio per cent. of natural increase on the whole estimated population to 
the end of December, 1879, has been 2°38 males and females together ; that of males 
to the whole population being 1:00; that of females being 1°38 per cent. 

The ratio per cent. of immigration increase of males over the estimated number of 
males living at the end of 1879 was 0°90, and the ratio per cent. of females over the 
number of females living as estimated to 31st December, 1879, was 2°16. The ratio 
per cent. on the whole estimated population of the former year in the immigration 
increase has been 1:40, males and females together, the rate of male increase having 
been 0°54, and that of female 0°86 per cent.

It will be observed that the ratio of immigration increase has been greater in 
females than in males during the year, and this is accounted for by the considerable 
number of males who went away in the last quarter of the year, when the males 
leaving the colony were 508 in excess of those arriving. 


* No means exist for ascertaining what may be the number of persons arriving or departing by land ; but the arrivals 
and departures across the border have generally been supposed to be about equal.

It should be observed that the intercolonial emigration as shown in these tables 
consists almost exclusively of Europeans. 


The balance of intercolonial emigration is shown to have been one hundred 
and seventy-two; the persons arriving having numbered 7,688, the number departing 
having been 7,516. It will be observed that the excess consists chiefly of males, 


these being 158; the number of females being 14. See summary table at foot of 
Table E2. 


The greatest number of departures to the other colonies occurred in the 
quarter ending December, when there were 2,565 departures by sea. In the September 
quarter of the year 1,866 persons went away. In the March quarter 1,792 embarked 
for the South; while the number in the quarter ending June was 1,293. 


It is worthy of notice that the greatest number of departures for the other 
colonies ordinarily takes place in the first and last quarters of the year when the 
greatest heat prevails. During these periods there isa smaller immigration, a greater 
number being introduced under our immigration arrangements in the middle and 
cooler months of the year. Thus, during the year 1880, it will be seen that the 
arrivals numbered only 1,726, while the departures amounted to 2,565 in the quarter 
ending December. 


The balance of total emigration by sea during the year 1880, as in all former 
years excepting one, has been in our favor. The idea that appears still to obtain 
with some, that we import immigrants for the benefit of our neighbours, is disproved 
by the following figures showing the percentage of excess of immigration over 
emigration by sea during the last eighteen years. Though it cannot be ascertained 
how many persons we lose or gain across the border, it appears pretty certain that 
the interchange in this way is generally nearly equal. It will be seen by the figures 
that the balance of emigration has been on the whole very greatly in our favor; that, 
im one year only, in 1869, the departures outnumbered the arrivals; and that the 
balance in our favor has been from 1 to 80 per cent.

MARRIAGES. 

The marriages for the year 1880 have numbered 1,547, making an addition to 
the registers of 3,094. This is a less number of persons married than in the former 
year, in which 3,208 were thus registered; that is, although the estimated population 
shows an increase of 8,226, there is an actual decrease of 114 in the number of 
persons married. 

The marriage-rate for the year 1880, calculated on the mean population, was 
697, or 13°94, counting the number of persons married in the year. 
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The Registrar-General of England in his last report alludes to the decrease 
in the number of marriages during the five years ending 1878, in England and Wales, 
and says there was ample reason for the decrease in the increased value of imports 
and lessened value of exports, entailing lower prices and lower wages than had 
obtained in several years immediately preceding that period. The annual average 
marriage-rate in England and Wales in the ten years previously was 16°6 per 
thousand of persons married, but in 1878 it had fallen 1:3 below this average. A 
depressed condition of trade in England, when wages are low and employment 
comparatively scarce, is immediately seen in a falling marriage-rate. In Australia 
the general prosperity or depression is not so plainly or immediately seen in this 
way, the class called ‘“ working men” being almost always sufficiently sure of a 
livelihood to enable them to face the responsibilities of marriage without any fear 
about bread enough for their children. In a less degree, however, the same causes 
produce the same effects in both old and new countries, and times of prosperity and 
depression are marked by an increased or diminished number of marriages. In 
Queensland we have generally had a very large number of marriages in proportion 
to our population, and, though other causes have conduced to this, it has, without 
doubt, afforded a plain indication of general prosperity, especially as the high rate 
has existed, notwithstanding the small proportion of females in the population. 
During the last six years, the latter part of which has been a season of depression, 
marriage-rates have been proportionately depressed; in the last three years, 
especially, the rate has been lower than in any former period of our history. As 

- this now reaches back to just a quarter of a century, it may be well to give 
a eee view of the rates from the beginning. These will be seen as

The average rate of the first nine years in which the returns were made was 
25-04 per thousand of persons married. In the second period of ten years the rate 
was 17°72; but in the third period of five years the rate had fallen to 14°60 per 
thousand.* : 

Until within the last few years the marriage-rate in Queensland has exceeded 
that in the other colonies of Australia, but it now falls below that of South 
Australia, New Zealand, Tasmania, and New South Wales, but is still higher than 
in Victoria and Western Australia. 

The average marriage-rates, the mean for eleven years from 1868 to 1878 in

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In the year 1873 Queensland maintained its premier place among the group, 
having the highest marriage-rate ; in 1874 and 1875 it fell a little below the rate in 
New Zealand, which in those two years stood first on the list; in 1876 the rate in 
Queensland had fallen below New Zealand and South Australia; in 1877 Tasmania 
had taken precedence of Queensland by the side of New Zealand and South 
Australia; and in 1878 the marriage-rate in Queensland had fallen below that of 
New South Wales as well as the other three colonies, and from having been first 
had taken only the fifth place in the group as to its marriage-rate. 


No doubt the high marriage-rate in Queensland during the former periods of 
its history was attributable greatly to the rapid influx of persons of marriageable 
ages; but, on the other hand, it should be remembered that our Queensland immi- 
gration, even from Europe, has contained a large proportion of males, and the 
Polynesian and Chinese immigration has greatly helped to increase this inequality 
of the sexes, 


In the Victorian Year Book for 1879 the Government Statist, Mr. Hayter, 
calls attention to the ordinary system of computing marriage-rates by the whole 
population, pointing out that this may tend to mislead in countries where normal 
conditions of population do not exist, or are subject to great disturbance, as in 
newly settled countries from a large accession of, or withdrawal of persons between 
certain ages; and proceeds to show that in such communities a more reliable 
method of showing marriage-rates would be by giving the number of marriages 
compared to the number of males living of marriageable ages. In this way it is 
shown that though the number and the proportion of marriages as to population 
in Victoria have continued for several years to decline, that, as tried by this better 
test, what is called “the true marriage-rate ”’ had increased, as shown by the three 
last census enumerations. 


Mr. Hayter appears to think that the fewness of females as compared to 
males has little effect on the frequency of marriages ; but though this may be the case 
generally, it will not apply to Queensland, where the disproportion of the sexes is 
very considerable. There is no doubt, however, that it would be serviceable among 
the colonies and in all newly settled countries to show the marriage-rates on the 
principle thus laid down, by the number of unmarried men and widowers living each 
year, exclusive of Polynesians and Chinese. In Queensland the number of unmarried 
men of twenty and upwards, and of widowers, in 1876, estimated from the numbers 
found at the census enumeration on the first of May of that year, exclusive 
of Chinese and Polynesians, was 20,704; the number of marriages was 1,372; this 
gives a marriage-rate, calculated on the principle of marriageable men living, of 
66°27. This cannot, of course, be estimated with anything like accuracy for the 
year 1880, as we are now removed by a period of nearly five years from the last 
enumeration, but may be shown with accuracy for 1881 after the census has 
furnished the figures showing the ages of the people. 


The marriage-rates in some of the principal countries of Europe, as given in 
the last report of the Registrar-General of England, are seen as follows :—

The marriages by clergymen are in the order of the number celebrated by each 
denomination. Among these latter an increase in the number of marriages has 
occurred in five out of the thirteen churches. In one of these, the Burnett Protestant 
Church, no marriages appear to have taken place during the year. In the United 
Methodist Free Church the marriages number the same as in the year 1879, and in 
six there has been a decrease, varying from one to thirty-five. It will be seen that 
the centesimal rates of increase are of no value in several instances on account of the 
smallness of the whole number of persons married; but of the marriages exceeding 
fifty the rates of increase in 1880 over the previous year are as follows :—

Signature of Marriage Register.—It is seen by the last published report of 
the Registrar-General of England, that very nearly 50 per cent. of the women 
married in the quinquennium from 1841-5 signed the marriage register with marks, 
and it is presumed were unable to sign their names in writing. Very great improve- 
ment has been effected during the last thirty-cight years in elementary education 
among the masses in England and Wales. This is shown from year to year in the 
published figures, but is remarkably brought out by a table published in the last 
report of the Registrar-General, showing the gradations of the change thus accom. 
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plished, It is seen that whereas in the quinquennium from 1841 to 145 as many 
as 32°6 per cent. of the men and 43-9 per cent. of the women married in that period 
signed the registers by mark, these were reduced in 1878 to 14°6 men and 19°6 
women. 

In Scotland a much smaller proportion of the men are marksmen, the pro- 
portion of women being under that of England. In Ireland twice the number of men 
and more than twice the number of women sign the registers by mark. ‘The figures 
are given as follows :—

Very great variations are found in the different localities of England in this 
particular. Thus, in London, the percentage of those thus making use of marks 
was only 8-0, and in the county of Westmoreland, of which it is said there is no 
county in England in which so many men are able to write, the percentage of 
marksmen was only 7°4. In Worcester as many as 28°4 of the men signed the 
register by mark, and in several other counties the percentages varied from 28 to 22 
per cent. 

In the Australasian colonies the means of acquiring a fair elementary 
education are comparatively great, and in some of these colonies education is free, 
and made compulsory by statute. 

The following figures, given in the Victorian Year Book of 1879-80, and 
showing the number of persons who signed the marriage registers by mark in the 
principal Australasian colonies in 1878, will serve to show in what degree the 
people generally have profited by the system of education provided in each, these 
being arranged in the order of the smallest number of men apparently unable to 
write:—

It will be seen that in 1878 Queensland was but one remove from the lowest 
place in the above list, New South Wales being lower as to the proportion of men 
signing by mark, and that this colony was really the lowest as to the mean of the 
two sexes, and much below that of New South Wales, as shown by the figures in the 
educational condition of women, showing as many as 13°30 women signing by mark. 

The following table will show a little improvement in the Queensland figures 
for the years 1879 and 1880 :-—

It should be observed, that in consequence of the large immigration from 
Europe, a considerable proportion of the persons married in Queensland have not 
had the benefit of our liberal system of education. Many of the immigrants are 
from the poorest classes of the old country, and this will at once account for the 
large proportion of persons signing the marriage registers by mark. The considerable 
reduction in these figures in the last three years is explained by the reduction of the 
immigration from Europe during the same period. 

The greater part of the marriages of 1880 took place in the third quarter of 
the year ending 30th of September, when 422 marriages were celebrated. In the 
quarter ending 31st March there were 389 celebrations, in the second quarter, ending 
30th June, 376, and in the last quarter of the year 360 marriages took place. r 
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It is frequently found that the greatest number of marriages occurs in the 
September quarter, and in the last two years the same order in this respect is seen in 
the four quarters of the year.

In the metropolis and suburbs, or the Registry District of Brisbane, the 
number of marriages was 401. They were in the proportion of 25°92 per cent. to the 
whole number of marriages in the colony in the year 1880. 

The marriage-rate in the Metropolitan District was 23:23 of persons married 
in the estimated mean population of the district.* 

First Marriages: Re-Marriages.—Of the 1,547 men who married in the year 
under review, 1,400 were bachelors and 147 widowers. Of the 1,547 women married 
1,376 were spinsters and 171 widows. 


* The mean population of the district is here estimated in the ordinary way, by taking the half of the sum of the 
estimated population at the beginning and end of the year ; but in the summary of the monthly reports, table R, the monthly 
death-rates are necessarily calculated on the population as estimated at the beginning of the year, as the mean population 
eimnot be known until the yearly returns are made up.

Ages at Marriage.—The ages of all the persons married during the year 1880 
are given in Table VI., in Appendix A to this report. 


The table shows in the first line at the top of each column the ages of all the 
wives. The ages of all the husbands are seen in the left margin of the column. At 
the foot of each column is the sum of the wives married at the ages shown at the 
top of each; and in the right margin of the column is shown the sum of the 
husbands of the ages in the corresponding position on the left. This arrangement 
shows the ages of both husbands and wives and the ages of the persons to whom 
each one is married. Thus the column under age 14 shows that one female of 
14 years of age was married, and on the eighth line of that column it is seen that 
the age of the husband was 25 years. 


It will be seen that one only of the wives was registered as married at the 
early age of fourteen, and that the lowest age of the husband was eighteen years, at 
which age two only were married. 


The greatest age recorded at which any of the men was married is given as 


seventy-two years. The greatest age among women is seen to have been sixty~ 
four years. 
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There are, as usual, several cases in which women somewhat advanced in life 
are married to men considerably younger than themselves: as, one woman aged 44 
was married to a man 80 years of age, and one of 52 and one at 54 were married to 
men aged only 35 years, and one woman at 64 was married to a man of 51 years. 


There are a few instances in which the disparity in ages was the other way, 
where men were married to women younger than themselves : as, one man at 72 was 
married to a woman of 37, and one at 66 to a woman at 42, and one at 63 toa woman 
at 41. 


Marriages of Minors.—The ages of both bridegrooms and brides were given in 
every marriage but one during the year. The number of males married, given as under 
twenty-one years, is seen by the table to have been 45; and the number of females, 
given as under twenty-one, was 461. The considerable differences always observable 
in the number of females married at twenty-one years and at the years immediately 
before and after that age suggests a doubt as to the correctness of the ages that are 
sometimes given. The law does not allow of the marriage of a minor without formal 
consent. The table for 1880 shows, that while only 102 women were married at 
twenty and 165 at twenty-two years, as many as 269 were married giving their 
ages as twenty-one. No doubt in many instances persons wait to be married till 
they can do so without formal consent, and this will partly account for the sudden 
rise in the numbers of persons married when just of age; but the difference is too 
great and too regularly seen in our tables to be reasonably accounted for, except on 
the supposition that many young women are declared to be twenty-one before they 
have lived that number of years. 


Accepting the ages given, it is seen that of the females married during the 
year, as many as 29°80 per cent. were under twenty-one years. Among the males, 
it appears that the minors were in the proportion of only 2°91 per cent. in the whole 
number of marriages. The mean of this percentage of minors of both sexes is 16°35. 
In England and Wales for the year 1878 the mean is given as 14°70; but it is 
observable that a larger proportion of males and a smaller proportion of females 
appear to be married while under age in England and Wales than with us. Thus, 
in 1878 the proportions were, males 7-78; females 21°61 to every 100 marriages, 


In the previous year, that of 1879, the minors among the brides were in the 
proportion of 31:36 per cent; that of the bridegrooms was 3°80 per cent. in the 
whole number of marriages. 


BIRTHS. 


There were 8,196 persons registered as born in Queensland in the year 1880; 
an increase of 326 over the births registered in the previous year, when the number 
recorded was 7,870. 


The increase in the year is not so large as that of the last over the former 
year, when it reached 473.

The dirth-rate, calculated, as usual, upon the estimated mean population for 
the year 1880, has been 36°92*. ; 

It has been shown in previous reports that the birth-rate in Queensland has 
had a general downward tendency in the last few years, though in the year imme- 
diately preceding the one now under review, it was a little higher than in the year 
before it, and in the year just past there was again a slightly increased rate exhibited. 

The mean birth-rate during the ten years 1871-1880 in Queensland has been 
38:41. In Victoria during the eleven years ending 1879, the mean birth-rate is seen 
by Mr. Hayter’s Hand Book to have been 33°84. In the same publication the birth- 


rates for the Australian colonies are given as follows :—

+ The mode of estimating the percentages and the rates of marriages, births, and deaths in the mean population appears 
not to be precisely the same in several places; but the results substantially agree. 
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In England, exclusive of the Principality, the mean birth-rate in the ten years 
1868-1877 was 35:7. In 1878 the birth-rate in England and Wales was 359. It 
has been well remarked that “if there be not a sufficient proportion of women at 
the fruitful or child-bearing ages in a community, the birth-rate cannot be high.”* 
Yet in Queensland, as shown, the birth-rate is a high one, notwithstanding that the 
proportion of women existing in the mean population of the colony is only 67°47 to 
every 100 males. In England and. Wales the females were slightly more numerous 
than the males ; in South Australia, in 1879, the females were in the proportion of 
91°68 to every 100 males; and in all the other principal colonies of Australia the 
proportion of females is much greater than in Queensland. Taking the proportion 
of the sexes into account, which is necessary in order to forrni any idea of the birth- 
rate, Queensland appears still better in a comparison with other British communities 
than by a mere regard to the rates themselves. 


In the Registry District of Brisbane the birth-rate during the year under 
review was 41°13, estimated on the mean population. Within the boundaries of the 
municipality the rate was 40°2; in the suburbs of the city the rate was 44°81; and 
in the country districts of the colony the birth-rate was 36:15. 


Table III. of Appendix A shows the number of births registered in the year 
1880, and in each separate quarter of the year. It will be seen that the largest 
number of births was registered in the third quarter ending September, in which 
there were 2,115 ; in the second quarter ending June there were 2,087; in the first 
quarter ending March there were 2,022; and in the last quarter there were 1,974 
births registered. 

The excess of births over deaths, during the year under review, in Queensland, 
numbered 5,179; that is, the births were much more than double, and approaching 
to two and three quarters the number of deaths; the excess being at the rate of 
171°66 per cent. The mean of the excess for ten years ending December, 1880, was 
121:58. In the Victorian Year Book the mean in the colony of Victoria for six years 
ending 1878 is given as 101. For the six vears referred to the mean of the excess in 
Queensland had been only 99°82. 


Sex.—The number of males born during the year 1880 in Queensland was 
4,171, the number of female births was 4,025, which is in the proportion of 103°6 
boys to 100 girls. 

It has been pointed out in a previous report that there is a tendency to a 
smaller proportion of male births in the colony. A few years since there were 106 
boys to 100 girls; which was exactly in accordance with the proportions which on 
the careful observations of many years were found to obtain generally in Europe. The 
Registrar-General calls attention to a diminution in the proportion of male over 
female births taking place in England and Wales. 


The proportion of male births in Queensland during the year under review to 
the number of males and females living was 3:15. The proportion of females 
born to the number of females living, as seen in the estimated mean population, 
was 4°50. 


Children born out of Wedlock—The number of illegitimate children born 
during the past year was 353. In the year 1879 the number returned as born out 
of wedlock was 339. It will be seen there has been an increase of 14in the number 
of these births as compared with the previous year. The rates of the two years corres- 
pond, that is, compared with the whole number of births in the colony for the year, 
the percentage of illegitimate births has been 4°31, and in the former year the rate 
was 4°31. 


In the Registry District of Brisbane the illegitimate births registered have 
numbered 112, showing a percentage of 7°89 on the total births in the district. In 
the country districts the proportion of irregular births has been 3:56. In the last 
report the rate for the Metropolitan District was 7:81, and in the districts outside 
that of Brisbane it was 3°54. 


* In England and Wales in 1878 the lowest birth-rates were generally in those counties where there is a comparatively 
low proportion of married women at the child-bearing ages. (Report of Registrar-General, 1878, page XX.) 
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In England and Wales the proportion of illegitimate births in 1878 was 4°7 
to every 100 children born, the same as in the previous year, but “considerably lower 
than the average (5°8) in the 24 years 1855-78.” * 


In some counties in England, where the unmarried women from 20 to 40 
years of age formed upwards of 40 per cent. of the general population, illegitimate 
births equalled from 7 to § per cent. of the total births.* 

Twin Births.—There have been 156 twins born in Queensland during the year, 
75 males and §1 females. There have been three triplet births in which there were 
3 males and 6 females. 

DEATHS. 

There have been 3,017 deaths registered in Queensland in the year 1880; a 
lower number than has been recorded for six years, inclusive of the one now under 
review, while the population of the colony has increased during the period nearly 
25 per cent. 

The deaths of males during the year numbered 1,995, and that of females 
1,022, which is in the proportion of 51:23 females to every 100 males. The small 
proportion of females to males is accounted for, principally, from the small proportion 
of females in the population. 


The death-rate in Queensland in the year under review, calculated on the 
estimated mean population, has been 13°59. This is the lowest death-rate ever 
recorded in the colony. The season has doubtless been a healthy one in Australia 
generally, but there is reason to believe that the improved sanitary condition of some 
of our largest towns in Queensland is beginning to show already in the diminishing 
death-rate of the colony. This will be further alluded to under the head of 
* Mortality in Towns.” 

In the last received report of the Registrar-General of England it is seen that 
the death-rate in England and Wales in 1878 was 21:7 per thousand. This was less 
than in 1877, but precisely that of the annual average of the eight years 1871 to 
1878. The mean of thirty-two years from 1847 to 1878 is given in the same report 
as 22°3 per thousand. 

In Queensland the proportion of young children is large; because the 
marriage-rate and the birth-rate are high, and as a necessary consequence the death- 
rate is high, for, in all communities, a large proportion of the deaths are those of 
children. The death-rate is further swelled by the considerable number of Poly- 
nesians in the colony, the mortality among this class being very large. Exclusive 
of Polynesians and Chinese, the death-rate in the year has been 12°66, see Table P, 

The death-rates for 1880 in the principal Australian colonies, as ascertained 
by figures kindly telegraphed to us, appear as follows; these figures being subject 
to correction,— 

Victoria, 12°77; New South Wales, 14°93; South Australia, 14°85. 

After making due allowance, as above shown, it appears that during the year 
under review Queensland has been more healthy than the other colonies of 
Australia ; but the comparison in a series of years would, no doubt, be unfavorable 
to us, and this may probably be fully accounted for by the peculiar unhealthiness of 
our larger towns. 

The following figures from the Victorian Year Book 1879-80 show the mean 
rates of mortality in the Australian colonies, as given for eleven years, ending 1878:—

Sex.—It will be seen by the above table that there were 1,995 deaths of 
males and 1,022 deaths of females during the year. The proportion of deaths of 
males to females was a little over 195 of the former to 100 of the latter. The 
mortality of the males was in the ratio of 15:05 per thousand of males living, and 
the mortality of females of 11:43 per thousand of females living in the estimated 
mean population of the colony. 

In England and Wales the average of deaths in the 25 years—1848 to 1872— 
was found to be as 107 males to 100 females. There, however, the inequality of the 
sexes is small, the number of females living being a little in excess of that of males. 
In Queensland there is a large excess on the other side, showing 67°47 females to 
100 males in the mean population for the year 1880. Were the number of males 
and females equal in Queensland the proportion of deaths during the year would 
have been about 132 males to 100 females. 

This would be a large proportion of deaths of males as compared to the 
mortality in the two sexes in England and Wales, where, had there been an equal 
number in 1878, the deaths of males would have shown 112 to 100 female deaths. 
“The average proportion in forty-one years was 109 to 100.”

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The table shows that there were no births among Chinese or Polynesians; 
that there were ten marriages and 451 deaths. It is seen also by the table that the 
birth-rate, calculated on the mean population by the exclusion of Chinese and 
Polynesians, is raised from 36-92 to 40:44. The marriage-rate, excluding the colored 
races, is raised from 6°97 to 7°58. The death-rate, exclusive of Chinese and Islanders, 
is lowered in the same way from 18°59 to 12°66. 


Of the ten marriages, six were Chinese and four Polynesians. 


One of the Chinamen was married to a woman born in Queensland, one to a 
woman from Scotland, two to women from Ireland, and two to others, of which the 
country is not named. 


Of the four Polynesian men married, two married women born in Queensland, 
one a woman from England, and one was married to one from Ireland. 


Mortality of Children.—The proportion of deaths of children is a consideration 
of great importance in connection with the general death-rate. Thus, we are 
informed that the death-rate at all ages in England in 1878 was 1:33 in excess of 
that of the previous year, and that nearly the whole of this excess was due to a 
higher rate of mortality among children. Any fluctuation in the mortality of young 
children greatly influences the mortality at all ages.* 


Infantile Mortality.—The number of the deaths of children under twelve 
months in the year under review has been 865, this being 52 less than the 
number recorded in the previous year, when 917 deaths of children under one year 
were registered. 


What is properly called infantile mortality during the year, that is, the 
proportion of children dying under twelve months old to the number of births, has 
been 10°55. The average of ten years, 1871 to 1880, has been 12:97. During the 
years 1875 to 1878 the infantile mortality in the colony was unusually heavy, thus 
swelling the average; but in the last two years the proportions have again 
considerably decreased, as will be seen by the following table :—

A comparison between the deaths of children under one year and under five 
years in town and country districts will be seen in Table R to this Report. 


In the Australian Colonies the infantile mortality is generally lower than in 
Queensland. The Victorian Year Book for 1879-80 gives the means of eleven years, 
1868-1878, in the several colonies, as follows :—

The ratio of the deaths of children under twelve months during the year to 
the whole number of deaths in the colony has been 28°67 per cent. The much 
higher rate in the towns as compared to the other parts of the colony is shown in a 
subsequent part of this Report.

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Mortality of Children under five years.—In Queensland, as it has been fre- 
quently shown, there is a very large proportion of children under five years living, 
this being consequent upon the high marriage and birth-rates.* The proportion of 
deaths of children under five years is thus increased, and it is doubtful whether this, 
being taken fairly into account, is not of itself a sufficient explanation of the 
comparatively high rate of mortality of children in the colony. 


It is, however, the large number of deaths of children in the centres of popu- 
lation which maintains the high death-rate of children under fiye; and this cor- 


responds with what is noted from year to year in older countries. 


Tn the last received report of the Registrar-General of England it is seen that 
the proportional number of children under five years of age dying in 1878, toa 
thousand children living of the same age, was 66°7. 


The proportional number in twenty large towns is also given. Liverpool 
stands lowest on the hygienic scale, with 103°6 deaths of children under five to a 
thousand living, and the average of the towns is 83°73. 


The number of children living under five years in Queensland, as nearly as 
this can be now estimated, is 34,017, and the number of deaths under this age in 
the colony in the year 1880 was 1,213. This gives a proportion of 35°66 per 
thousand of such deaths to every one thousand children living under five years of 
age. This compares very favorably with the previous year, when the rate, estimated 
in the same way, was 41°67. 


Mortality in Towns.—The following table shows the mortality of children in

The whole number of children who have died in the year under twelve months 
old is seen to have been 865, and of these 199 died in the Metropolitan District of 
Brisbane. 


The whole of the deaths of children under five years numbered 1,213, of which 
257 died in the Brisbane District. 


The death-rate of children under one in the Metropolis and suburbs, as compared 
to the whole number of deaths in the District, was 87-76 per cent. In the colony, 


; * “There is no doubt that an exceptionally large proportion of children in a population conduces to a high death-rate, 
inasmuch as the mortality at early ages, even in a community living under comparatively healthy conditions, is much higher 
than among adults.”—Report of Registrar-General of England, 1877, page Xxx. 
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exclusively of the Brisbane District, the proportion was 26:75 to the total deaths not 
within the Metropolis and suburbs. This is lower in the town, and slightly higher 
in the country districts, than in the former year. 


Lhe death-rate of children under five years in Brisbane and its suburbs as 
compared to the total deaths in the District was 48°77 per cent, as against 51°99 in 
1879. In the country, including all other large towns but Brisbane, it was 38°39 as 
against 40°42 in 1879. 


A remarkable reduction has taken place in the mortality of towns in England, 
as seen by a table by the Registrar-General in the last received report, that for 
1878, showing a comparison between the death-rates in twenty large towns in the 
three years 1876-78, contrasted with those of the previous five years. Some of these, 
showing the largest reductions, are seen as follows :—

In the above-named towns the mortality is very large, but in another table 
showing the mortality in fifty large town-districts, it is seen, that in thirteen of them 
the death-rate was below twenty per thousand. In thirty-one the rate was between 
20 and 26, and in six it ranged from 26 to 29. 


It appears that the death-rate in Melbourne, Victoria, is less than the average 
of twenty-three of the larger towns in the United Kingdom, including London, 
Edinburgh, Glasgow and Dublin, the mean mortality of which is given as 2440.* 
The average annual death-rate of Melbourne and suburbs, in the eight years 1871-8, 
is given as 20°80; the average annual death-rate of the whole colony of Victoria in 
eleven years ending 1878 being given as 15:22: thus, the difference between the 
death-rates of the capital city and the whole colony is seen to be 5°58 per thousand. 
Tn England and Wales there appears to be a much smaller difference in the mortality 
between town and country districts than in Victoria, as seen by a comparative 
table in the last received Report of the Registrar-General, page xxtv, where it is 
seen, in a comparison extending over thirty-two years, that the difference between 
the death-rates in town districts and in the whole of the country is only about 2°0 
per thousand. In some exceptional years it rose to about 5 per thousand, but the 
mean difference in the years 1847-78 was 2°1 per thousand. 


A comparison of the death-rates between town and country in the other 
Australian colonies, including this of Queensland, taken over a series of years, bears 
out the idea that the sanitary condition of large towns receives less attention on this 
side of the globe than has for some years past been bestowed on this vital question in 
England and Wales, for it should be borne in mind that the great improvement 
referred to has been brought about by improved sanitary arrangements. 


It is so far very satisfactory to see that what has been done in this way in the 
metropolis of Queensland has been fruitful of good, and that the past year again 
shows a diminished death-rate in Brisbane and its suburbs. 


The following summary table shows the mortality in the metropolis of 
Queensland for each month of the year, as already published from month to month 
in the Government Gazette. It exhibits the death-rate in each month of the year 
1880; the annual death-rate to which the rate each month is equal; the rate in the 
Metropolitan district as compared to the annual death-rate of the colony, and the 
true infantile mortality or the proportion of deaths of children under one year to 
the births in the Registry district of Brisbane and in the whole colony, together with 
the infantile mortality for ten years from 1871 to 1880.

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The table shows that the death-rate in the whole metropolitan district has 
been 15:26, in the municipality 12°59, and in the suburban portion 24°16. The rate 
in the suburbs is a little lower than in the previous year, but it is remarkable that 
the death-rate in the city is lower than the death-rate in the colony as a whole, the 
latter being, as before shown, and as shown in the table for comparison, 13°59. 

The following figures show how great an improvement has taken place in the 
municipality of Brisbane during the last four years, from 1877 to 1880 :—

The reduced death-rate in Brisbane is, no doubt, greatly attributable to the 
fact that many persons with families have recently gone to reside in the suburbs: 
hence the improvement is not seen in the same degree in a comparison between the 
death-rate in the same periods between the suburbs of Brisbane and in the colony 
generally. This is shown in the following figures :—

It will be seen that the mortality in the suburbs during the past year has 
been nearly double that of the city; still the death-rate in the suburbs has decreased 
during the four years with some regularity, and it is now much less than when these 
comparisons first began to be made. There is good reason to believe that improved 
drainage and other salutary changes effected in Brisbane have been the means of 
saving many lives.

The Seasons of the year.—The greatest mortality during the year under 
review occurred in the first quarter, when 813 deaths were entered in the register. 
The deaths in the fourth quarter were 796; then follows the second quarter, ending 
June, with 753 deaths. The third quarter shows the least number of deaths, 655 
only having been registered in the quarter of the year ending September. 


By the above table (S) it will be seen that the greatest number of deaths in 
the Metropolitan district occurred in the month of November, showing 64; the next 
in order was October, 50; December, 48; April, 46; May, 45; January, 44; 
February and March, each 43; August, 40; June 37; July, 35; September, 32. 
Thus November seems to have proved the most, and September the least unhealthy 
of the months of the year.

Mortality of Polynesians:—Table IX. in appendix A shows the nationality of 
all males and females who died in Queensland in the year under review. It is seen 
that the deaths of South Sea Islanders during the year numbered 387, of whom 373 
were males, and 14 were females. The deaths of Polynesians during the year were 
in the proportion of 62°89 per thousand to the number of Islanders estimated as 
living in the colony in the middle of the year, which was 6,158. 

Estimating these in the usual way as being all between the ages of fifteen 
and thirty-five years, and taking an estimate made in 1877 of the number of 
Europeans and others living in the colony, not including Polynesians, as the basis 
of calculation, it was found that the death-rate of persons between these ages, 
exclusive of Polynesians, was 18°03 per thousand, but the death-rate of South Sea 
Islanders during the year, as shown above, was 62°89 per thousand. 

Deaths in Public Institutions —It is generally found on inquiry that a con- 
siderable proportion of deaths in the General Hospital of Brisbane is among 
persons who have been resident in the Brisbane registry district, so that the death- 
rate of the metropolitan district is but little swelled by deaths in this institution 
beyond what is properly chargeable to the district. Such deaths in the Brisbane 
Hospital and other institutions for the year 1880 are seen as follows :—

It is seen that the number of births in ships arriving from Great Britain was 
26, eleven males and fifteen females, and that the number of deaths in these vessels 
was 17, seven males and ten females. In the Polynesian ships there were no births, 
but there were 9 deaths, all males. In ships arriving from Hongkong, bringing 
chiefly Chinese, neither births nor deaths were reported. 

It will be seen that the total births and deaths were equal, and were in the 
proportion of 0°47 of total arrivals. The excess of male deaths over births was five, 
and this was exactly balanced by an excess of female births over deaths, which was 
also five.

The causes of deaths in the order of their degree of fatality, No, XI., is so 
arranged as to show a comparison between the years 1879 and 1880. 
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Phthisis, Class I1.—Tubercular diseases, Order 2, has again proved the most 
fatal in Queensland during the year; the number of deaths thus caused having been 
301, or twenty more than in 1879. 


The deaths from phthisis in the five years ending 1880 have been :— 


In proportion to total deaths, for each 10,000, 749:93, 667-06, 623°22, 
876°21, and 997-68. 

In proportion to mean population, for each 10,000, 14°12, 11°53, 12°72, 
13°12, and 13°56. 

It will be seen that the proportion of deaths from phthisis has considerably 
increased during the last two years, and during the year under review is more than 
half as much again as in 1878. The mean for ten years ending 1880 has been 12°15 
for each 10,000 of the mean population of the colony. In England and Wales 
during the last quarter of a century the deaths from phthisis have been declining in 
number ; but the rate is still very high: in the five years from 1870 to 1874 it had 
fallen to 22°83 for each 10,000 of the mean population. 


It is unsatisfactory to see that deaths from pulmonary consumption are more 
common in Queensland than in the other Australian colonies, excepting only Victoria. 
It is, however, important to observe that the considerable number of Polynesians in 
the population of Queensland to a great extent accounts for the large number of 
deaths from this disease in the colony. Out of the 387 deaths of Polynesians during 
the year 1880, 123 of them were from phthisis, which is in the proportion of 31°78 
per cent. 


It is believed that may persons suffering from phthisis are attracted to the 
Australian colonies in the belief that the warm and dry climate will prove beneficial ; 
and it is of some importance to observe what proportion of persons dying from the 
disease are born in these colonies, and how long others have been resident in 
Australia. The following table will be useful in showing the nationalities of persons 
ee ue died from phthisis in 1880, and the length of time they had lived in 

ustralia.

The table shows that of the 301 deaths from phthisis during the year 1880, 
there were 31 cases in which the duration of residence was unspecified; of the 
remaining 270, 45:55 per cent. were deaths of Polynesians. The death-rate from 
this disease, exclusive of Islanders, in the year 1880 was 8°25 per each 10,000 of the 
exclusive mean population of the colony. 


It is seen by the table that 12 who died from this disease were born in 
Queensland, 21 in Australasia, 63 in England and Wales, 19 in Scotland, 45 in 
Ireland, 24 in other countries and states, exclusive of Polynesia, and 6 in which the 
nationality is unspecified. 
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Convulsions, Class III., Local Diseases, Order 1, is the next in order of its 
degree of fatality during the year 1880, as seen in Table XI. The deaths under 
this head for the year 1880 numbered 229, a decrease of 24 in the number of deaths 
from this cause in 1879. In the five years ending 1880 the deaths from this cause 
have been :— 

In proportion to total deaths for each 10,000, 689°36, 812°33, 893:36, 
788°90, and 759-08. 

In proportion to mean population for each 10,000, 12°98, 14°04, 18°23, 
iS1, 10°32. 

Dysentery, Class I., Zymotic Diseases, Order 1, has been the cause of 
death in 214 instances during the year. The deaths from this malady in 1879 
were 206. 

The deaths from dysentery in the five years ending 1880 have been :— 

In proportion to total deaths for each 10,000, 859°53, 702°64, 1,021°23, 
64.2°34, and 709°31. 

In proportion to mean population for each 10,000, 16°18, 12°15, 20°84,

Diarrhea, Class I., Zymotic Diseases, Order 1.—The deaths from diarrhoea 
in the year 1880 have numbered 118, or 43 less than in 1879. 

In the quingennium the deaths from this cause have been :— 

In proportion to total deaths for each 10,000, 758°58, 732°29, 699:00 
502-038, and 391°12. 

In proportion to mean population for each 10,000, 14°28, 12°66, 12°43, 
7°52, and 5°32. 

Bronchitis, Class I1I., Local Diseases, Order 3.—There have been 85 deaths 
from bronchitis in the year, which is 31 more than in 1879. 

In the five years ending 1880 the deaths from bronchitis have been :— 

In proportion to each 10,000 of total deaths, 204-79, 151:20, 128°46, 
168°38, 281°74. 

In proportion to each 10,000 of the mean population, 3°85, 2°61, 3°72, 
2°52, 3°83. 

Teething, Class 1V., Developmental Diseases, Order 1.—The deaths recorded 
as occasioned by teething during the year have been 77, which is a decrease of 26 on 
the number of the former year. 

Deaths from teething during the five years have been :— 

In proportion to each i0,000 of total deaths, 317-28, 337:98, 298-60, 
321°17, and 255:22. 

In proportion to each 10,000 of the mean population, 5°97, 5°84, 6:09, 
4°81, 3°47. 

Typhus, Typhoid, and Infantile Fever, Class I., Zymotic Diseases, Order I.— 
During the year 1 death is returned as caused by typhus, 45 by typhoid, and 9 by 
infantile fever. This is together a decrease of 77 upon the number of deaths reported 
as thus caused in 1879. | 

In the five years the deaths returned as caused by typhoid fever have been :— 

In proportion to each 10,000 of total deaths, 207°67, 311-29, 466°82, 308°70, 
and 149°15. 

In proportion to each 10,000 of mean population, 3°99, 5°38, 9°53, 4°62, 
and 2°03. 

Childbirth, Class IV., Developmental Diseases, Order II.—There have been 
37 deaths from parturition during the year, or 7 more than from the same cause in the 
previous year. The deaths thus caused in the year under review have been 1 in 
every 222 births. In the former year the proportion was 1 in every 262. 

In the five years ending 1880 the deaths in confinements have been :— 

In proportion to each 10,000 of total deaths, 86°53, 112°66, 87°68, 93°55 
and 122°64. 

In proportion to each 10,000 of the mean population, 1°63, 1°95, 1.79, 
1:40, and 1:67. 

Apoplexy, Class III., Local Diseases, Order I.—Thirty-six deaths have 
occurred from this cause in 1880, or 7 less than in the former year. 
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The deaths from apoplexy in the quinquennium ending 1880 have been as

Old Age, Class IV., Developmental Diseases, Order I11.—Thirty persons have 
been returned as having died of old age during the year 1880, which is 3 more than 
as returned for 1879. 

Violence, Class V.imAs manyas 298 deaths during the year may fairly be classed 
under this head, exclusive of 10 deaths returned as from sun-stroke. This is in the 
proportion of 98°77 per thousand in the total deaths, or nearly one-tenth of the whole. 

Out of the 298 deaths from violence, 255 have been accidental, as follows :— 

Drowning 100, falls from horses 30, burns 25, fractures 9, poisoning 9, falls 
from drays 8, falls of earth 8, runs against trees 6, falls of trees 6, suffocations 6, 
falls down shafts 6, fall from heights 5, by machinery 5, kicks from horses 5, 
scalding 5, gun-shots 5, falls of pieces of timber 4, snake bites 4, overlain in beds 2, 
injuries on railway 2, injured by bullocks 2, explosion J, injured by shark 1, cut 1. 

Of the remainder of violent deaths 22 were suicides, 18 murders, 4 were 
homicides, and 4 executions. 

The following table shows, in fuller detail, the number of deaths in Queens- 
land from the most common causes, with their proportions per 10,000 of the total 
deaths, and per 10,000 of the mean population for each of the years 1876 to 1880, 
arranged in the order of their degree of fatality in the year 1880.

It will be apparent from the table that deaths from diseases of the miasmatic 
order of the zymotic class have been in a smaller proportion during the year 1880 
than in any former year during the decennium, showing 20:09 per cent. to the 
whole number of deaths in the year. 

This is a class of diseases frequently called preventable, because they are the 
outcome, very generally, of impurity, and may be erveatly lessened, if not entirely 

ot rid of, by a rigid attention to cleanliness. They are prevalent in Australia, 
chiefly in towns; and, wherever there is an absence of proper drainage, good 
ventilation and pure water, such conditions are at once plainly marked by the 
presence of miasmatic disease. 

It is to be regretted, in spite of the healthy climate of Australia, that diseases 
of this description are much more common in these colonies than in England and 
Wales; and therecan be no doubt that this is in consequence of the comparatively 
neglected condition of our centres of population. 
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The following figures show a comparison as to the prevalence of miasmatic 
diseases between (,ucensland and England and Wales in ten years from 1869 to 
1878.

The mean of the deaths from miasmatie diseases in England and Wales in 
the ten years ending with 1878, as taken from the last received reports, is seen to 
have been 19°37, while the mean in Queensland during the same period has reached 
28°05. 

Nothing could more plainly reveal the unsatisfactory condition existing 
among us than these figures. It is important, however, to observe that deaths from 
preventable diseases have greatly diminished during the last five years, in Queens- 
land, and the improvement will doubtless be still greater when sanitary works already 
projected or contemplated are carried out in our principal towns. The question is 
now in able hands, and the writings and labors of our medical men, in connection 
especially with the General and Local Boards of Health, already producing good 
fruit, will, it is believed, in a few years prove the means of bringing about a great 
improvement, and of doing away with the reproach of Queensland, among the 
Australian colonies, as one of the most unhealthy of the group. A careful exami- 
nation of the facts and figures, as published from year to year in these reports, will 
serve to convince any one that we owe this bad distinction to the fact that our large 
towns have been suffered to grow up to a great extent uncontrolled as to all essential 
sanitary arrangements, and minutely sub-divided in a way which has enriched a few 
speculators in town-land at the expense of health and life to thousands. 

‘The greatly diminished death-rate in the large towns in England and Wales, 
where sound sanitary works have been carried out, demonstrates the immediate and 
necessary connection existing between cleanliness and the minimising of such 
diseases as are here referred to. With the great advantage which Australia possesses 
in its dry and healthy climate, there can be no doubt that a sufficient expenditure of 
money in house and main drainage, a full water supply in all towns, and a proper 
system of closet management in our houses,* with approved deodorizing works for 
the treatment of strect refuse, are alone necessary, and that when our large towns 
are thus brought under efficient sanitary regulations the vital statistics of these 
colonies will show that Australia is still, what it formerly was, one of the healthiest 
countries in the world.
